tant Circumſtances: This at firſt Sight ap- 
pears extremely ſurpriſing and incredible to 


very one who does not recollect the Obſer- 
— — of the Ancients on the Nature, Cha- 
racter, general Courſe and particular Parox- 
yims of Acute Fevers, ang. on the different 
' Periods at which in theſe Fevers and Parox- 
yſms different Criſes commonly appear; but 
from a Review of theſe Circumſtances the 
Wonder, ceaſes, and it 1s readil y conceived how 
a Crifis indicited by the Pulſe may be deter- 
mined to a particular Hour, and particular at- 
tending Phenomends. Thus, for Example, in 
an Acute Fever with regular Paroxyſms, 
ſhould the Pulſe denote a Criſis by Sweat 
within the Space of twenty-four Hours, that 
Hour i in which the Rem ion of the Paroxyſm 
is expected, is to be determined for the Time 
of the Criſis, which according to the ſpecific 
Nature, the Violence or Mildneſs of the Fe-

It may be proper here to acquaint the Rea- 
cer with a Circumſtance which bas been 
omitted in the Hiftory of . the Faundice fore- 
told by Dr. Solano, 5.

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the Pulſus Inciduus there mentioned gave 
the Doctor to underſtand, that the Crifis 
thereby ſignified would not be 4 Stieat; but 
it is not expreſſed what determined him to 
judge it would be a Faundice. This may ſeem 
a profound Myſtery, that required ſome ex- 
traordinary Skill to penetrate into, and ſtill 
poſſibly keeps the Reader in Suſpenſe: it was 
really no more than an eaſy Combination of 
a few obvious Circumſtances of the Diſtem- 
per, a Melancholia Hypocbondriacu, to re 
three Days before the Criſis, ſupervened 
Pain and Tenſion in the Hypochoniria; this 
the Doctor judged would not terminate in 4 
Diarrhea, Vomiting or Flux 'of Urine, by 
the Pulſe which denoted another kind of 
Criſis; and therefore fixed upon the Faundice 
as a yery natural Conſequence of ſuch a Caſe: 
Thus does a nice Attention to a fe common 
Circumſtances, collected into one Pœint of View, 
diſcover the ſilent Operations of Nature, and 
bring Things to Light which would other- 
wiſe appear above the Reach of Human In- 
duſtry«- m1 S163 5303-45 mava an 4 
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Galen, quoted by Bagliui, ſays,” that an 
Intermitting Pulſe after very Pulſation de- 
nounces preſent Death; this Baglivi affirms 
he has himſelf obſerved in Acute Fevers. The 
only Inſtances of an Intermitting Pulſe to 

this Degree in the Solanian way, that I know, 
are the Obſervation of Proſper Alpinus, and 
/. 6. p. 134. already related; and it muſt 
be allowed, that in the firſt of theſe two the 
Patient, eee . by à Crilis, 
Was, or af to be, in imminent Danger; 

and in the Good the Intermiſſion was, as far 
as could be obſerved, of fo ſhort a Duration, 

that it cannot be inſiſted on either on the one 
or the pther Side of the Queſtion, It is in- 
deed proved by various Obſervations in this 
Work, that ſeveral Patients in Acute Fevers, 
with an Intermitting ' Pulſe at every ſecond 
and third Pulſation, have happily recovered: 
But the Event of the Caſe mentioned' by 
Baglivi ſeems hitherto dangerous, if not 

fatal, However, the State of the Pulſe 
may probably contribute to decide this Mat- 
ter: A low weak Intermitting Pulſe, parti- 
cularly at every Pulſation, may be, generally 
ſpeaking, a mortal Sign; and this ſeems to be 

- Caſe pointed at by Dr. Solano, in his firſt 
Propolition on the Intermitting Pulſe,which,

when the rags requifite to * tbe Criſis 
thereby denoted fails : but whether the Inter- 
mitting Pulſe, under this Degree of Intermiſ- 
fron, is a fatal Sign when firong and vigorous, 
with whatever been hitherto offered, is 

humbly referred to the prudent Conſideration 
and Experience of the Reader: For, I muſt 
here repeat it, my Deſign is principally to re- 
late Facts, to diſcloſe a new Scene of Obſer- 
vation, and to excite Phyſicians of greater 
Experience and happier Opportunities than 
myſelf to a ſerious Examen of a Matter ſo 

extraordinary and ſo important. | 
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
